Twenty star athletes, representing 
the University of California, Stanford, 
the Olympic Club and the Academic 
Le@ague of San Francisco, are to com- 
pete in the Pacific Coast track cham- 
plonships of the Pacific Athletic Asso- 
clation in this city next July. George 
"W. Braden, who is managing the big 
meet, has just returned from San 
Francisco, where he passed several 
days in advancing the interests of the 
championships, and he says that he 
was assured by the four organizations 
that they would each send five repre- 
sentative athietes. The management 
of the meet will pay the full expenses 
of the men. 

The Coast championships are to be 
held during the week beginning July 
% The track meet, including the trial 
heats, is expected to occupy two days, 
and the wrestling and other cham- 
pionships will be held on- the’ other 
days. 

: Although the athletic authorities at 
Stanford and California did not fall 
in readily with the plan of having 
representatives in the meet on ac- 
count of it being impossible to get a 
full track team together in the sum- 
mer, when Braden told them that it 
was not necessary to enter a full squad 
as the competitions would be primarily 
for individuals, both universities had 


would enter at least five men in the 
meet. 

“Less money will have to be put 
into the ‘trophies and more used for 
paying the traveling expenses of vis- 
iting athletes,” said Braden. “In or- 
der to get the best athletes on the 
Coast to compete in the champion- 
ships, I find it will be necessary to 
pay their expenses, as few are able 
‘and willing to come at their own ex- 
per*e, even though the are of 
unusual value.” 


FAMOUS HURDLER. 
Braden is asking Smith- 
son, the crack hurdler of the Multno- 
mah Athletic Club of Portland, and 


Dan Kelly of Seattle to compete in the 
championships, and he- will offer to 
pay their full expenses if it is de- 
cided to invite them. Three Marathon 
runners, to be selected later, also are 
to be brought from San Francisco. 
“The track men at Stanford and 
California are very enthusiastic over 
the meet,” said Braden. “Graduate 
ao Merrill of California said he 
thought the meet would *he the best 
that has ever been held on the Coast 
and would rival some of the national 
championships in performances.” 
Braden visited the Catholic colleges 
in the North and learned that they 
now are playing strictly amateur base- 
ball. Two baseball leagues 
have replaced the former sem!i-pro- 
fessional leagues. St. Mary’s College, 
which has produced many good play- 
now ts players registered in 
thé Amateur Athletic Union. 

Among the northern athietes who 
will compete in the local championship 
meet is Dickson of St. Mary's Col- 
lege, who is pole vaulting twelve feet. 
He will be one of the men sent by 
the Academic Athletic League. Ralph 
Rose will be one of the five men who 
are to represent the Olympic Club, and 
the delegations from the universities 
will include their best track men. 

Rob Merriam of Pomona College 
Academy is to compete in the meet.’ 
He is now clearing 6 feet 1 inch in the 
high jump, which is a better perform- 
ance than any other athlete on the 


fs pole vaulting between eleven and 
twelve feet and will be a conspicuous 
competitor in this event. Fred 
Thomson of Occidental, who is one of 
the best hurdiers in the seuth, and 
Trotter of U.S.C. have signified their 
intention of being in the delegation 
that will represent Southern California 
against the visiting cracks.

To the present day stu- 
jent. his name is linked with the 
Academy Colarosel, which still re- 
rains ene of the leading art sclfools 
in the world. 

In 1861, Colarogsi came to Paris. He
